That Recognition of a Foreign Gov- 
I Is an Executive Function, 



1 Washihoton, Dec. 88. — Attorney Gen- 
eral Human Monday submitted to the 
•tote department an elaborate brief 
prepared by Assistant Attorney Oen- 
eral Whitney at the request of Secre- 
tary Olney. The brief is in support of 
Secretary Olney's contention that the 
recognition of foreign governments is 
exclusively an executive funotion. The 
department of Justice commenced work 
on the brief as soon as the Cameron 
resolution was reported to the senate. 
It is presumed that the brief is to be 
used as the basis of a special message 
to congress on the Cuban question, 
which the president will submit to con- 
gress after the holiday a It was inti- 
mated at the time the president's an- 
nual message went to congress that a 
special message on the Cuban question 
might follow at an early date. 

It is possible he may have started 
out thus early to fortify himself for a 
veto or a public statement. The 
preparation of the brief has been char- 
acterised by unusual haste. The sten- 
ographers worked all day yesterday on 
the subject so as to have it ready for 
the secretary of state by 0 o'clock this 
morning.

Uublim. Dec. 80. —A landslide has 
occurred near Rathmore, county Ker- 
ry, doing great damage to property 
and causing the loss of at least nine 
Uvea Heavy rains have fallen in that 
part of Ireland lately with the result 
that some places that are generally 
dry now resemble great morasses. 
Near Rathmore there is an eminence 
abont a thousand feet high, known as 
Roy Hill, and lt was here that the land- 
slide occurred. The rains percolating 
through the ground gradually loos- 
ened a huge mass of earth and on 
Sunday night, apparently without the 
slightest warning, a large part of the 
surface of the hill began to slide 
toward the valley. Gaining momen- 
tum aa it moved, it swept downward 
with a roaring sound, carrying rocks, 
tree* and everything before it for 
miles. In some places the path of the 
landslide was a mile wide, and as lt 
moved along it buried everything, en- 
tirely changing the aspect of the section 
over which it passed. The resideno* of 
Mr. Donnelly, steward of Lord Ken- 
mare, one of whose seat*, Killarney 
hone*, Is at Killarney, was engulfed in 
the mass of earth and debris and all of 
its occupants, Mr. Donnelly, his wtfe 
and seven children, were killed. It 
is supposed that the houa* was swept 
from its foundations by the crushing 
mass, overturned, and buried to i 
great depth. As its present location ii 
not known, lt is hardly probable that 
the bodies will be recovered. 

All the cattle, pigs and horses on tin 
place were also buried and there ii 
now a scene of utter desolation where 
on Sunday stood the neat dwelling and 
outbuildings of Mr. Donnelly. 

The movementof the landslide was 
the southwest in the direction of the 
river Flesk, Into which a large 
portion of the earth slipped, blocking 
it up. The current of th* riv*r was 
employed in running dynamos, which 
furnished electrlo light for th* Kerry 
Lunatic aaylum and some buildings in 
Killarney. The blocking of th* river, 
of course, stopped the current and ren- 
dered the dynamos temporarily use- 
lass. All the buildings using the light 
from this source wer* plunged into 
darkness, and it was some time before 
other lights could be obtained. 

The part of the hill where the slid* 
began was a bog and much of the 
earth that moved was very soft Huge 
quantities plunged into the river, and 
there is danger of the back water flood- 
ing the country around about unleai 
the current is able to carry the debris 
down with it If anybody was pass- 
ing along th* road at the time the 
slide psssed over th* highways they 
would surely have been burled. There 
have been no report* of anybody being 
missing, and on this is based th* belief 
that there was no loss of life outsidi 
th* Donnelly family. 

The thatch which formed th* roof 
of the Donnelly house was found 
floating in the river, and some people 
surinis* that th* bodies of some of th* 
family may have been carried that far 
as wall. 

Th* bog was stlB moving Monday 
aftarnoon, but no furthsr damage can 
result, unless it b* th* mora effe. ' 
damming of the river.

All these things combined with the 
heroic stand of the patriots and the 
lack of Spanish funds, are bringing 
about a crisis. Weyler's recall is not 
improbable if he shall not subdue Pi- 
nar del Rio province in 30 days, as he 
stated to two Scrlpps-McRae league 
correspondents In an interview, and 
as was later cabled to Spain. 

Rumors reaching here from Spain say 
that the government expects him to ac- 
complish something or resign.

Jackson villk, Fla., Deo, 28.— The 
ease of the United States against the 
steamer Three Friends, a libel for for. 
failure of the vesael to tbe government 
for alleged violation of section B 
revised statutes of the United States, 
was argued in the United States court 
Monday. The libel ia baaed upon the 
trip of the vessel from this port laat 
May when she waa escorted to 
three-league limits by the revenue out 
ter Boutwell. 

The section the Three Friends is 



charged with violating pi 
fitting out in the United States of a 
veasell to go in the service of a foreign 
prince or state or of any colony, dUtrict 
or people, to cruise or make war upon 
another foreign prince, state, colony 

The P ownera of the Three Friends 
contend In their exceptions to the libel 
that Section 5,283 does not apply to the 
Cuban rebellion, because the United 
States has not recognized either the 
Independence or belligerency of the 
Cubans, and the courts can not take 
cognizance of the war until elthei 
the president or congress recognizes 
the existence of war, and there- 
fore it was Impossible for the Three 
Frienda to have been engaged in the 
service of one political power against 
another political power with which the 
United States was at peace, the Cuban 
insurgents not constituting a political 
power recognized by the United States, 
and, therefore, they are not a "foreign 
prince, Btate, colony, or district or peo- 
ple," aa deaignated In the statute. 

The United States district attorney 
relies upon the fact that there have 
been heretofore several confiscations 
of vessels for the violation of this sec- 
tion where no war had been acknowl- 
edged to exist, but the defense con- 
tends that their point, now depended 
on, had never been raised in any case 
of prosecution for violation of section 
6,283. They admit that the United 
States supreme court in the Weiberg 
and Horsa caaea recently held that sec- 
tion V-'m'', part of the same act, can be 
violated without the necessity or 
acknowledgment of belligerency, but 
maintains that the supreme court in 
the same case held that section 6,283 
applied only to the case of two recog- 
nized political powers engaged in 
acknowledged warfare. The case waa 
taken under advisement by the eourt. 

If the defendants win this caae they 
hold that it will be of very great im- 
portance to the Cubana, aa the presi- 
dent will then have to recognize the 
belligerency of the Cubans, or at least 
stop prosecutions for confiscation of 
vessels under this section.
